NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the senate, on the 20th, the swearing-in of 
Mr. Mills, of Texas, as a senator, and Mr. Stan- 
ford’s speech in favor of establishing a fixed 
unit of value and making whatever the gov- 
ernment chose to declare a representative of 
that unit of valuca legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, were followed by a pro- 
tracted debate, without final action, on the 
house provision in the Indian appropriation bill 
transferring the Indian affairs to army officers. 
Rasees In the house the debate on the free- wool 
bill was continued, a night session being held 
for its further consideration. 


In the senate, on the 3lst, Senator Morgan in- 
troduced a series of silver resolutions for refer- 
ence to the finance committee, and announced 
that his purpose was to ascertain the views 
of senators on his side of the chamber who were 
now looming up as presidential candidates on 
the silver question. The senate adopted the 
house provision in the Indian bill authorizing 
the president in future to appoint army officers 
as Indian agents, but with a proviso giving him 
discretion to continue to appoint civilians 
where he deemed it desirable. ..... In the house 
discussion of the free-wool bill was continued, 
several members speaking against the measure. 

In the senate, on the Ist, after routine busi- 
ness, Senator Peffer introduced a bill to au- 
torize the secretary of the treasury to exchange 
treasury notes at par for all outstanding United 
States bonds. The minor details of the Indian 
appropriation bill, the main features of which 
had been adopted, ceccupied the remainder of 
the session...... In the house, after unimpor- 
tant preliminaries, the free- wool bill was taken 
up in committee of the whole. 

THE senate was not in session on the 2d...... 
In the house the free- wool bill was further con- 
sidered,the speakers in favor of it being Messrs. 
McKinney, Wilson, Coolidge, Cummings, Brick- 
nerand Dearmond. The only republican speech 
was made by Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, who 
closed the general debate for his party. The 
house then adjourned. 

In the senate, on the 4th, the committee on 
the judiciary reported a bill referring the cele- 
brated McGarrahan claim to the court of 
claims. Mr. Morgan addressed the senate at 
length upon the silver question, and after a 
short executive session the senate adjourned 
serine In the house the Chinese exclusion bill 
was paseed, 179 to 42. General debate on the 
free- wool bill was closed by Mr. Springer. The 
bill was then debated under the five-minute 
rule for two hours, and the house adjourned.

Tuer supporters of President Diaz, 
who favor his re-election, held a great 
demonstration in the City of Mexico on 
the Ist. It was participated in by all 
classes. On the 2d the storming and 
capture of Puebla under President Diaz 
was celebrated. 

GEN. JAMES W. SINGLETON is lying 
seriously ill at his home in Baltimore, 
Md. Gen. Singleton was born eighty- 
one years ago. He served two years in 
congress and went to Richmond at the 
instance of President Lincoln to confer 
with Jefferson Davis just before the 
close of the war. 

On the 2d Alexander Allan, senior 
member of the house which runs the 
Allan line of steamships, died in London. 

On the 2d Asa Potter, ex-president of 
the Maverick national bank of Boston, 
was arraigned in the United States cir- 
cuit court, and pleaded not guilty to 
each of nine indictments charging him 
with making false reports, carrying 
false entries, embezzlement, ete. 

On the 4th Walt Whitman's will was 
read to his relatives and several friends. 
The exact terms of the will can not be 
learned. It is known, however, that 
the poet made his sister executrix, al- 
lowed his housekeeper the use of his 
house in Camden, N. J., fora year, and 
appointed Dr. Bucke, of Ontario, Can., 
and Horace Traubel, of Camden, his lit- 
erary executors. 

Ilousr committee on the improvement 
of the Mississippi river decided, on the 
4th, to appoint a sub-committee to con- 
sider and make a report upon all bills 
before the committee bearing on the 
improvement of the Mississippi river, 
with a view to determining the mode 
of action to be adopted. Among the 
measures to be considered is the bill 
that passed the senate recently, which 
appropriates $18,750,000 for the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi from St. Paul 
to the jetties. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Tue murderer Deeming arrived at 
Melbourne, on the Ist, on the steamer 
Ballarat. An immense crowd awaited 
him, byt the wharf and the streets were 
strongly guarded by the police, and he 
was safely escorted to jail. The crowd 
hooted the prisoner, but attempted no 
violence. 

THERE were eight persons, and per- 
haps nine, drowned from the steamer 
Golden Rule, which was burned at the 
wharf in Cincinnati on the 31st. 

A WIDESPREAD and disastrous cyclone 
spread destruction to life and property 
throughout Nebraska, Iowa, western 
Missouri and Kansas on the Ist. 

Firk early on the morning of the Ist 
burned Churehill & Kroech's lumber 
vard, T. S. Bowers’ coal and gasoline 
shops and Will Griffith's barn at Shenan- 
doah, Ia.; also, a barn and eight horses 
in the country belonging to Edward 
Day. The losses are large. Both fires 


were caused by lightning.

On the Sd the city of New Orleans 
was visited by two of the fiercest fires 
in its history. The burnt district covers 
eleven blocks; 185 houses were. de- 
stroyed, together with’ 65,000 bales of 
cotton and much other_property, the 
whole entailing a loss of $3,600,000, on 
which was an insurance amounting to 
$3,300,000. Several firemen were buried 
under fallen walls and seriously in- 
jured. , 

NEAR Bandon, Ireland, the body of a 
young woman has been found under the 
floor of a house, covered with cemeat 
like the victims of Deeming at Rain 
Hill, Liverpool. 

At New Orleans John Hurley, a po- 
lice officer, was shot and instantly killed, 
on the 4th, by Frank Lyons, a desperate 
thief. 

JOHN ARTHUR Simpson, alias George 
Stillwell, formerly of Frederictown, 
N. B., once a Baptist minister, later a 
burglar, horse-thief, incendiary, forger, 
bigamist, and finally a murderer, has 
been identified by his picture, as Julius 
McArthur, who killed Deputy Sheriff 
Charles H. Smith, in New Hampshire, 
May 16, 1891, while resisting arrest for 
stealing a horse, and who escaped from 
the jail in Dover, N. H., July 17, 1891. 

Ir is reported that a steamer, trading 
on the Caspian sea, between the Rus- 
sian port of Baku and Persia, has been 
lost off the Persian coast, and that 200 
passengers perished in the wreck. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

HovsE committee on appropriations, 
on the ist, reported the urgency de- 
ficiency bill. The amount carried by 
the bill is $952,630. 

THE influx of prospective settlers on 
the Chevenneand Arapahoe reservations 
is unabated. hundreds arriving daily at 
all points along the line of the Rock Is- 
land road, the only line running through 
the reservations. The president's proc- 
lamation opening the lands to settle- 
ment is expected daily. Official advices 
indicate that April 15 will be the date 
of opening. 

THE receiver of the Maverick national 
bank of Boston has been directed by 
the comptroller of the currency to pre- 
pare checks for a third dividend of 15 per 
cent. upon claims presented, in addition 
to the 60 per cent. heretofore paid to 
claimants, making 75 per cent. in all. 
It is expected that the checks will be 
ready for delivery about the 15th. 

Tne Durham Miners’ federation of 
England has voted, by a majority of 
12.971, in favor of continuing the strike 
against a reduction of wages. 

On the 4th the cabinet makers and 
varnishers of New York city went out 
on strike for eight hours’ work a day 
and the establishment of the old rate 
of pay. One-third of the cabinet ma 
kers’ firms granted the request, and 
about one-fourth of the varnishers’ em- 
ployers. 

GREAT damage has been caused 
throughout the province of Quebec, by 
floods and ice-floes, and railway bridges, 
dams, boat-houses and other movable 
objects have been swept away in every 
direction. 


CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 


THE negro inhabitants throughout 
Clark County, Ark., are secretly plan- 
ning an exodus to the far parts of Africa. 

Miss BETTIE FLEISCHMAN, daughter 
of the millionaire yeast manufacturer 
and distiller, Charles Fleischman, of 
Cincinnati, bas broken her engagement 
with Count Logothetti because he re- 
fues to became an American citizen. 

A NEW hotel to cost $1,200,000 is to be 
erected in St. Louis at once. The ne- 
gotiations to begin have been in pro- 
gress for some time, the movement hav- 
ing been set on foot by the Fall Festivi- 
ties Association which offered a bonus 
of $100,000 to the builders ofa new hotel 
to cost not less than $1,000,000. 

A VERITABLE epidemic of hydrophobia 
is reported to be raging on the head- 
quarters of Mud Creek, in the Chicka- 
saw Nation, and is said to be spreading 
rapidly. One farmer lost a fine stallion 
and a valuable horse, death ensuing in 
twenty-eight days after the appearance 
of the rabies. 

WHILE attempting tolight his pipe at 
at an electric light, as he was told todo 
na joke by a fellow workman, a Hun- 
garian at Johnstown, Pa., was instantly 
killed on the 5th. A current of 2,000 
volts passed through his body. 

Ar Gainsville, Texas, on the 5th, in 
cooking mud pies over an open fire, the 
clothes of the 10-year-old daughter of 
William Welch caught fire and she 
burned aimost to a crisp. 

JEROME and William VanZant, two 
prominen+ citizens of Jacksonville, Ala., 
died within an hour ofeach other on the 
5th. Jerome died with consunfption, 
but William was given a dose of mor- 
phine to allay some pain, and by some 
means the doctor attending him gave 
too much of the opiate and he died ina 
short time. 

Tue circulation of gold and silver 
coins and certificates, United States 
notes, and national bank notes on April 
1, was $24.68 per capita for the 65,168,- 
00v people estimated to be citizens of this 
country. The total circulation is placed 
at $1,608,641,520, which shows a decrease 
since March of $917,372. 

Joun Smitn and W. H. Reynolds, re- 
siding near Campton, Ky., met in the 
road on the 4th. They had a few un- 
pleasant words, when Smith struck Rey- 
nolds twice on the head, from the effects 
of which he died within six hours. 
Smith helped to dig a grave, and as- 
sisted the neighbors in the interment, 
and is now in jail, bail being refused. 











CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


A More Stringent Measure for the Ex- 
clusion Chinese from the United States 





Passed by-the House of Representatives 
= is I lad with Pains and Penal- 
es. F. 


Wasninéton, April 5.—The Chinese 
exclusion bill as it passed the house 
_ prohibits the coming into 
States of Chinese persons, 
whether @mbjects of the Chinese empire 
of oth , as well as those who are 
now here and may hereafter leave, ex- 
cept such’ persons who may come as 
ministers pr other diplomatic represent- 
atives, consul general, commercial 
agent and other agents of the Chinese 
government traveling on business. 
The master of any vessel who shall 
knowingly bring to the United States 
and land or attempt to land any Chi- 
nese persons, excluded by this bill, is 
made guilty of a misdemeanor and 
made punishable by a fine of not more 
than $500: for each and every person so 
brought together with imprisonment for 
one year. ° 

Chinese persons excepted from the pro- 
vision of this act shall be admitted upon 
the production of officials credentials as 
the secretary of the treasury may pro- 
vide. Collectors of customs and their 
deputies are authorized to administer 
oaths when they deem it necessary, 
relative to the identification of Chinese 
persons and their right to remain in the 
United States, and any person who 
shall wilfully and corruptly swear 
falsely in any such oath, aflirmation, 
affidavit, or deposition shall be deemed 
guilty of perjury and on conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $1,000 and not more than $2,000, 
and by imprisonment at hard labor for 
not less than one yearand not more 
than five years. 

Persqns knowingly aiding to bring or 
causing to be brought into this country 
persons; not entitled to entry under this 
act are deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and made punishable by a fine of $1,000 
and imprisonment for not less than one 
year. 

Chinese persons entering the United 
States by crossing its borders contrary 
tothe provision of this act are to be 
tried by court and if found not to be 
lawfully in the United States are to be 
imprisoned in a penitentiary for not 
more than five years, at the expiration 
of which they are to be returned to the 
country from which they came. 

Hereafter no state court or United 
States court is to admit Chinese persons 
to citizenship and all laws in conflict 
with this provision are repealed. 

All Chinese persons now in the United 
States are to apply to the commissioner 
of internal revenue of their districts 
within one year of the passage of this 
act for certificates of residence, and 
any such persons found within one year 
after the bill shall become a law with- 
out a certificate of residence are to be 

udged unlawfully in the United States 
and subject to the same fines and pen- 
alties as though they had come unlaw- 
fully into this country at the first in- 
stance. 

Immediately after the passage of this 
act the secretary of the treasury is to 
make rules and regulations and issue 
blanks necessary for the enforcement of 
the provisions of the bill. 

The last section of the measure pro- 
vides that all acts and parts of acts in- 
consistent herewith be and the same 
are hereby repealed and the provisions 
of all treaties now in force between the 
United States government and the Chi- 
nese empire in so far as they or any 
of them conflict with provisions of this 
act, the same are hereby abrogated, set 
aside and repealed: Provided, that 
nothing contained in this act shall be 
construed to affect any prosecution or 
other proceeding, criminal or civil be- 
gun under any existing act or any acts 
hereby repealed, but such prosecution 
or other proceeding, criminal or civil, 
shall proceed as if this act had not been 
passed. 









DESTRUCTIVE OVERFLOW. 


The Breaking Up of the Ice in the Salmon 
River in the Province of Quebec Accom- 
panied by a Vast Amount of Damage— 
Bridges and Other Property Carried 
Down Stream on ‘the Ice. 

MONTREAL, Can., April 5.—Early Sun- 
day morning Salmon river, in Hunting- 
don county, overflowed its banks and 
inundated the village of Dundee. Then 
the ice began to break up in the river 
and with a tremendous rush the chan- 
nel was forced open and huge masses of 
ice came tearing down, carrying with 
them the steamer Grenada, to a mile be- 
low Dundee. 

Next came fhe large iron highway 
bridge from Fort Covington, N. Y.,a 
mile above Dundee, floating on top of 
the ice and rushing along at a great 
rate of speed. This was followed in the 
same manner by the Grand Trunk rail- 
way bridge from near the same place 
and the flume of one of the Fort Coving- 
ington mills. These were followed by 
masses of lumber and debris from the 
bridges, trees, etc. The large number 
of boat-houses along the banks of the 
river were either carried away or 
ground to bits. 

The cause of the flood was the break- 
ing away of Myer’s milldam near Fort 
Covington. All traffic on the Grand 
Trunk line between Fort Covington 
and Massena is suspended for the pres- 
ent. The Canadian Pacific bridge 
across the Yamaska river was carried 
away by the ice jam Sunday night. The 
ice crushed the piers above the bridge 
and swept the structure to pieces. All 
trafic on the Grand Trunk betweer 
Fort Covington and Massena is suspend- 
ed. and it will be several days before 
repairs can be fully made,

THE BALL OPENED. 


Boginuing of Hostilities Between 
Cleveland and Hill Factions. 

The fight for the democratic nomina- 
tion has begun in good shape. Sena- 
tor Hill is running: his canvass for all 
that he is worth. It is a trifle unusual 
fora gentleman who wants the nomi- 
nation to leave his place in the senate 
and make a tour of electioneering 
through the country, making speeches 
atevery center and receiving delega- 
tions at every station as if he were al- 
ready the chief magistrate of the peo- 
ple. But Mr. Hill has his own way of 
doing things. He has: set out to win 
the presidency precisely as aman plans 
to make a patent medicine a success 
by plenty of advertising, judiciously 
timed humbug, and no small seruples 
about honest dealing with the public. 
And his invasion of the south means a 
probable ‘Hill delegation from Georgia, 
and possible delegates from other 
states in that section.. It is a pity that 
he did not take with him ina special 
car the delegates from New York, who 
represent a career of successful polit- 
ical crime, and would contribute great- 
ty to the instructiveness of the occa- 
tion. 

‘fr. Hill and his friends have aleo 
“smoked out” Mr. Cleveland. It has 
taken this gentleman several years,ap- 
parently, to realize the fact that he 
would not be the unanimous nomince 
of his party; that his grasp upon it, 
never very strong except when he was 
thought necessary to its success, is 
weakening, and that his friends would 
have to get to work if he desired to be 
so much as named in the convention. 
liis first position was that ofthe fav- 
orite of his party whose coyness can- 
not be overcome, who intends to yield 
gracefully to a unanimous solicitation, 
but who would on no account display 
the least anxiety for what he publicly 
mentions as a distasteful honor, ac- 
cepted only at the behest of duty. 
When it was found that this would not 
work, the next report was that Mr. 
Cleveland would write a letter abso- 
lutely declining a nomination, since it 
appeared that he could not be ehosen 
unanimously. And thén, as nobody 
seemed to take much account of it, 
and Hill went on gathering in dele- 
gates; and other ‘“‘favorite sons” began 
to move about more briskly, Mr. Cleve- 
jand saw that in about three weeks 
mcre of this business he would be out 
of the question altogether. So he has 
written a letter which even those who 
respect him cannot read without in- 
tense amusement; it is so characteristic- 
ally solemn and lugubriously willing. 
The gist of it is, however,that although 
Mr. Cleveland would, of course, much 
prefer to remain in private life, ‘the 
world forgetting, by the world forgot,” 
he is ready to make a sacrifice if ho 
shall become convinced that this is his 
duty. And the occasion is improved 
in Mr. Cleveland’s best manner to get 
in a vicious fling at people who try to 
get themselves nominated for presi- 
dent by “personal strife and active 
self-assertion.” 

There are at least two entries, then, 
for the race; and these two will be 
leaders, whatever the friends of Cor- 
man and Palmer and Boies and Carlisle 
and Russell may think about it. The 
first buttle royal is between Hill and 
Cleveland, and it is not as unequal as 
it might be. For, while Hill has bagged 
the delegates from his own state, and 
put his rival at this disadvantage, he 
has also proved at the same time by an 
almost mathematical demonstration 
that the democratic party will prob- 
ably lose New York this fall with any 
candidate, and that they are certain to 
lose it if Hill is their leader. Repub- 
licans will watch the opening of the 
ball, with a feeling of confidence and 
light-hearted amusement which seemed 
impossible to them little more than a 
year ago. What Hill has done in New 
York, the party has done at Washing- 
ton. Almost every intelligent and 
candid democrat who discusses politics 
in these days begins his argument as 
Mr. Breckenridge began his article in 
defense of democracy last month in 
one of the magazines, with a question 
whether the party has not aJready 
thrown away the election by its course 
in congress. Itis an empty honur for 
which Hill and Cleveland are contend- 
ing.—St. Paul Pioncer- Press.

The Present Speaker Is More Arbitrary 
Than His Predecesso;. 

The discussion of the speaker's rul- 
ing in the preliminary skirmish over 
the silver bill has opened the eyes of 
the democrats to the fact that the 
statements made by ex-Speaker Reed 
and other republicans when the rules 
were being discussed had more force 
than they were disposed to believe at 
the time. Republican speakers in at- 
tacking the code of rules submitted by 
Speaker Crisp and his colleagues on 
the committee pointed out forcibly to 
the house the fact. which is admitted 
now, that the result of the adoption of 
those rules would be to place in the 
hands of the committee on rules more 
arbitrary power than the code under 
which the last congress carried on busi- 
ness ever gave to Speaker Reed If 
Reed was a czar then he was a sort of 
a unitarian despot, while under the 
rules of the house to-day there is a 
triple-headed despotism -which can 
give the last one points and beat it out. 

Gen. Tracy, Bourke Cochran, and 
Lockwood, of New York, all expressed 
the greutest surprise that Speaker 
Crisp should rule in such an arbitrary 
manner, and they wanted to know 
whether or not the existing rules are 
ceally more arbitrary than those which 
were ased for the guidance of the house 


in the last congress. The replies re- 
ceived were simply to the effect that 
such questions were unparliamentary. 
But these gentlemen, together with 
the enthusiastic but somewhat fresh 
young democrats from Massachusetts, 
Messrs. Hoar, Andrews, Williams and 
Crosby, have not hesitated to denounce 
the speaker in round terms for making 
a decision which they did not \ike, and 
and yet these gentlemen failed entire- 
ly to strike at the root of the evil. 

Speaker Crisp was perfectly right in 
his construction of the rule which says 
that a report from the coinmittee of 
which he is chairman may be consid- 
ered at any time. There can be no 
question but that the committee on 
rules in preparing this particular. sec- 
tion of the code fully understood what 
they were doing, for later on in the 
series it is plainly stated that other 
matters may be called up at any ti.ne 
“after the reading of the journal.” If 
it was intended that resolutions from 
the committee on rules should not have 
precedence over the reading of the 
journal then it would have been so 
stated. Congressman Hoar, of Massa- 
chusetts, thinks now thatthis particu- 
lar rule was incorporated for the sols 
purpose of aiding the silver men in car- 
rying out their wicked designs upon 
the peace and political prosperity of 
the democrats from New England. 

The republican members from the 
outset have believed that the rule in 
question was devised for the sole pur- 
pose of permitting Mr. Crisp and a ma- 
jority of the members of the commit- 
tee on rules to control every moveinent 
of the hvuse, in other words, that it 
was to take the place of the rule in the 
last congress which gave the speaker 
the right to count a quorum. They 
tried hard to convince their democratic 
associates that this would be the re- 
sult of the adoption of the rule, but the 
only effect was to make those gentle- 
men who are now most bitter in their 
denunciations of the speaker's interpre- 
tation of it believe that the minority in 
the house desired to defeat it because 
it would be embarrassing to republican 
schemes. 

Every parliamentarian in the house 
admits after a careful reading of this 
obnoxious rule that the speaker's de- 
cision was a correct one, and those 
among them who are opposed to free 
silver do not hesitate to assert that it 
places a dangerous power in the hands 
of three men which they can use at any 
time to throttle the will of the majority 
as well as to override the “sacred 
rights of the minority” for which there 
was such tearful contention in the 
house in the Tl ifty-first congress — 
Sioux City Journal.

A Hopeful View. 


The future of the negroes of the 


United States, or, as some writers of 


their own race prefer to call them, 
the Afro-Americans, is a subject ot 
grave import both to the whites and 
to the colored. It is a matter alrea- 
dy receiving attention from thinkers 
of both races. The educated Afro- 
American sees in the history of the 
two races and in human nature ex 
planations of the lines of distinction 
that are drawn and sets himself to 
the task, not of abusing the domi. 
nant race or of embittering [the ne- 
groes against those who assume su- 
periority, but of calmly considering 
the means of overcoming existing 
prejudice, as similar prejudices have 
been overcome among other people. 
In this connection an address worthy 
attention was delivered before the 
Bethel Literary Society last night 
by Mr. Andrew F. Hilyer. The 
speaker was a colored man and he 
addressed a colored audience. Mr. 
Hilyer stated very clearly that thejne 
gro did not demand social recognition 
This he alleged demand forsocial 
equality, he said, was used as a bug- 
abo to make enemies for the race. 
What they did ask was equal indus- 
trial opportunities, The color pre- 
judice, he held was to be overcome 
by an exhibition of worth and power 
by the colored people that would 
command respect. Heurged a de 
velopment of all their resources to a 
point that would place them on an 
equality with the wnites in an iadus- 
trial sense. This, he asserted, was 
to be secured by the exercises of race 
sympathy. by co-operation and a de 
vel »pment of the power of organiza- 
tion. Mr. Hilyer’s address was of a 
hopeful character. He denied that 
there was any increase in the feeling 
of prejudice, holding that what 
seemed to be a stronger feeling was 
nly the natural resistance that the 


coloied man met as he advanced. —

Stop the Murders. 





“The Memphis Commercial says 
that Attorney-General Pe‘ers has 
written to the governor of Tennessee 
asking that a reward be offered for 
the arrest of the men who recently 
lynched three negro prisoners con 
fined in the Momphis jail, and adds: 
We hope the governor will promptly 
honor this request, and that he will 
go to the limit ot the law. No effort 
should be spared to capture'the mu- 
derous vi'lains who committed this 
cold-blooded atrocity. No blacker 
crime ever stained the history of this 
county, and it would be the noblest 
work eve: done for the good of the 
community to hang every one of 
these bloody ruffians by the neck. 
“There is a twang of earnestness 
in this which shows that The Com- 
mercial means What it says. It is 
strong language, but none too strong. 
Murder by the mob has become one 
of the greatest evils in the south and 
west, and it is growing worse, not 
better. Scarcely a day passes with~ 
out a report ofan incident of this 
character, the victim being a negro 
in nearly every instance, and being 
killed without trial—circumstances 
which prove that satisfaction of the 
demands of justice is not the only 
motive of such crimes. 

“It isa great evil, and cannot fail 
of most evil consequences in the end, 
Many people have already become 
accustomed to lynching, and have 
learned to regard itas a matter of 
course; and that is a bad sign. It is 
time to calla halt if we can. The 
country was shocked a few months 
ago because a colored girl, 15 years 
old, was dragged from the jail and 
hanged at Rayville, in the same 
state, by a mob of brutes because she 
hed slightly poisoned a family of 
white people in trying to poison a 
negro against whom she had a griev 

ance. She ought to have been pun- 
ished, of course, but the point is 
that she would not have been hanged 
or harmed if she had been white. It 
is a bad business when white men 
take to murdering children, of any 
color, on whatever account. Itis a 
bad business also when a mob, in this 
age o< civilization, burns a man_ to 
death at the stake on the public 
square, in broad daylight, without 
having so much as tried him for the 
crime of which he was accused; but 
this happened in a townin Texas a 
few weeks ago, and a white woman 
applied the torch, 

“The tendency, it is seen, is from 
bad to worse—from lawless execus 
tions to savagery; from mobbing men 
to mobbing girls; from lynching crim- 
inals to torturing suspected crimi- 
Well may the Memphis Commercial 
protest so earnestly against the three- 


call for the exemplary punishment of 
the bloody ruffians coacerned in it. 
The recent experience of Birming- 
ham, New Orleans, Barnwell, Tex- 
arkana and now that of Memphis, 
shows that the crime of murdercy the 
mob has already invaded the towns 
and cities—where mobs can always 
be raised on short notice, and where 
excuses for violence cane always be 
readily found or made —and that it 
is high time to suppress it if practi- 
cable. There were no excuse for 
lynching the three negroes at Mem- 
phis. Thereis none for lynching 
negroes anywhere. The courts are 
not lax in dealing with criminals of 
their color. We unite with The 
Commercial in the expression of the 
hope that the murderous villians 
whom it denounces may be caught 
and hanged. [It is high time to stop 
mub murders in the south.” 

The foregoing editorial, which we 
reprint in full from the Charleston 
News and Courier,has the right ring. 
We have dealt too leniently with 
such crimes. We have been accus- 
tomed to speak of them as “deplora- 
ble affairs,” and to say that they are 
“deeply regretted by our citizens,” 
as indeed they are; but they contin- 
ue. Itis time tostop sugaring our 
words when we are dealing with red- 
handed murderers and to make an 
honest effort to maintain the law and 


punish the worst character of crimi- 
nals with which we arecursed The 


crime of lynching is the most inex- 
cusable, the most -cold-blooded and 
the most heinous of cr:mes. It is 
not only murder, but itis in its es» 
sence rebellion against law and gov- 
ernment. It is our deliberate judge- 
ment that in nine cases out of cen the

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They Get Away Witha Neat 
Little Sum. 


But the New York Detectives Get 
ina Little Work and Nip Their 
Game in the Bud and Bag- 
ged One of Them. 


New York, April 8.—A systematic 
robbery of the banking house of Dix & 
Phyfe, 45 Wall street, by employes has 
been unearthed. The loss by the specu: 
lation aggregates $68,000. Oscar Crea- 
ner, a clerk in the bank and resident oi 
Brooklyn, during the absence of the 
chief bookkeeper, is said to have stolen 
$20,000 worth of Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad bonds. Creamer, 
who is but nineteen years of age, con- 
spired with William E. Carpenter and 
another young clerk in the bank to rob 


the firm. James I. White, the third of 
the conspirators, was introduced at the 
Park National bank by a false letter of 
introduction, purporting to come from 
Dix & Phyfe, and he opened an account 
there, beginning with a deposit of $2,000 
on March Sth. He subsequently de- 
posited at different times $14,800, $9,850, 
$567.51 and $75. 

These deposits were mainly in checks 
purporting to be from Dix & Phyfe, 
drawn payable in cash and with the 
firm signature of Dix & Phyfe forged. 
On April 1st White drew a _ check for 
$10,000 against his account and two days 
later another check for $15,000, leaving 
a balance in the bank of about four thou- 
sand dollars. 

Carpenter was arrested and confesse:) 
to Inspeetor Byrnes that Creamer had 
been stealing fromthe firm, The regu- 
lar bookkeeper was expected home 
shortly, and hesaid that creamer wanted 
to get hold of as much money as he 
could before that time. It was ar- 
ranged between them that Carpenter 
should have custody of the money. He 
told Inspector Byrnes that it was all 
buried ina cellar at 447 Quincy street, 
Brooklyn. 

Detecjives went over to that address 
and found hidden in a pile of ashes in 
the c-llar $21,000 of first mortgage bonds 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad Company and $32,100 in bills. 
They are now in charge of the police. 
White and Creamer are supposed to be 
on board the tramp steamer Oakland, 
which uutil last Saturday lay at the At- 
lantic docks, Brooklyn, Saturday even- 
ing she went out into the stream and 
sailed Sunday or Monday morning. Her 
destination is Copenhagen. An effort 
will be made to intercept her at some 
coaling port and arrest the fugitives. 
Carpenter is at police headquarters,
